The Situntion —Cessntion of Hostilities—
Particnlars of the Sad Accldent by which
Lientennnt Wenner and Corporal Carve
were Killed,

The Scerauton Republioan of yesterday has the
following:—

Since the dayz of the war,when Seranton con-
tained a Provost Marshal's oflice, connected with
the history of which are many stirring military
incidents, our city has not experienced a more
excitivg day than on Saturday last. The out-
rages that had been committed upon the per-
eons and property of quict and peaceable citizena
had been carrled by the many busy tongues of
those who were ignorant of the true sitaation of
affaire, and called to town thousands of idle
gpectators who thronged the streets, crowding
around the quarters of the military compa-
nies, and rushing after each passing squad
of eoldiers on their way to the ﬁmeruut
points  aesigned  them. Martial musie
was heard in every part of the city,
while the passing and repsssing of aid-de-
camps from Major-General Osborne's head-
quarters and the movements of fully-equipped
commanding Jofficers were more in keeping
with those stirring war times than with the
almoset oppreseively qulet suspension times that
bhave prevalled throughout this region for the
past few mounths. Bo high-handed and grossly
outrageons were the depredations committed
during Thursday and Friday, and #o alarming
were the threats made of future violence by the
perpetrators of these ontrages, that our authori-
ties deemed a strong milftary force necessary
for the protection of our eitizens, and upon
application the Governor at once responder by
eending forward Major-General Osborne and a
portion of his divigion, viz.: <The Hazleton Bat-
talion, Major Bwank; the 15th Regiment, Colo-
nel 0. K. Moore; together with the Thomas
Zouaves and the Franklin Zouaves, of thia city.
‘These troops arrived during Friday night and
Baturday, and were at ouce delailed for duty at
the different coal works where aitacks and
threats of attack had been made, while others
patrolled the streets, acting in conjunction with
our civil authorities in the preservation of order.

The presence of such a military force had a
salotary effect, and during the day no deeds of
violence or attempt at a repetition of outrages
were reporied. Considering the bitterness of
feeling which so many of ourj hitherto quiet
and orderly miners and laborers entertained,
sfplrenuy engendered by the counsels of evil-
dieposed persons, and the iutense exclitement
that prevalled among all classes, the day closed
%uletly upon our disturbed and agitated city.

aring the night frequent discharges of fire-
arms, the continual soumﬂnf of the patrolmen's
glgnals, and the oceaslonal outburst of some
midnight marsuders, werejthe only symptoms of
the occurrence of any unusual event in our
midst,

In accordance with an order promulgated by
General Osborne, the military organizations,
excepting those mentioned, were relieved frem
duty and ordered to return to their homes, and
soon after they took their departure. The re-
maining troops were ordered to the Driving
Park, where they took up thelr guarters for the
night In the fair buildiogs, They were made us
comfortable as soldiers on duty conld expect,
the city having furnished each with a comfort-
uble blanket and provisions in abundaunce,
From these barracks guards and patrolmen were
sent out during the night, after the usnal mili-
tary mode, which movement, under command
of Major Bwank, was executed with consum-
mate military skill.

Could we close the account of these four days
of dark stain upon the history of this long sus-

ension bere, it would greatly rejoice ount

earts, and relieve us from the necessity of record-
ing the most painful event that has transpired
during the proqreu of these stirring events.
Between 3 and 4 o'clock vesterday morniuﬂ as
the officer of the guard, Lientenant Milese Wen-
ner, of the Hazleton Zouaves, accompanied by
his corperal, William Care, spproached the
quarters where the guard detall were resting,
he gzave the order in a loud volce, *'Third
rellef: fall in," when, in the confusion and dark-
ness of the hui]dinﬁllhu}' occupled, the drowsy
men, who, during the early portion of the night,
had been led to believe t&u they would be
attacked by the crowds of men whoecongregated
near the grounds, for a moment belleved that an
assanlt had been made, and, in the hurry, the
musket of one of the men, which hit against a
plle of lumber near the door of the building, ex-
ploded, the ball hitting Lieutenant Wenner in
the bowels, passed through his body, and taking
effect in the left breast of Corporal Care, who,
at the time, was a few feet behind his comrade,

The alarm spread among the soldlers, and in
a few moments the entire command had sur-
rounded their comrades to catch the last expir-
lug breath of their brave corporal and adminis-
ter to the wants of thelr beloved lieutenanl.
Mmenrars were immediately des
medical assistance, and the injured men con-
veyed to the house of Mr, Frank A. Page, but a
few rods from the scene of the accident. Cor-
Eoral Care lived only twenty minutes, the Lull

aving penetrated the left breast, In (he region
of the heart. Doctors Bquires and Everhart
soon arrived, and have since bheeu unremitting
in their care of Lieutenant Weuaner, but their
medical gkill & lmpotent., The leadea missile
of desth has done its work, and, In all human
probability, before this reaches eur renders his
gpirit will bave passed *‘to the God who gave it.”

@ bullet, In its passage through the Intestines,
carried with it one of the bruss buttons of his
uniform, the two so lacerating the intestines
that the attending phfsicinna eclare that he
cannot long survive.

Care wns also a young and highly
respeciable man about twenty-two years of nge,
whose sudden death caused the mosl intense
grief ameng his comrades, with whom he seemed
to be an especial favorite. He was a miner by
eccupation, and leaves parents who will be
overwhelmed with sorrow at this sudden and
painful dispensation of Divine Providence.

Tlis sad nceident, that has carried mourning
into many housshoids of a neighboring loeality,
is also deeply feltin this place, o whose defense
they, at the command of their superiors, came.

The friends of these deceased soldiers have the !
deep and hearifell sympathy of this entire com-

the people have done for the wrmy, Our warrlors
were supported by the consclousness that
the country wWas taking oare eof (Lheir
families, and that those disabled In  war
might count upon the active aympathy of
their compatriots, AS regards the new [nstitutions
of Germany and my personal positiou In the empire,
I took the fleld seeking no advantage for myself,
and hardly expecting that we should attala so much
a8 we have. lnthe short span of life stiil left me,
1 will endeavor to develop the seed sown, My sao-
ceggors will see the young tree grow and blogsom,
The German heart has long yearned for this con-
summation, The dawn has come at length, Let us
Atrive that the dav may be long and falr,

After the speech the King bowed, which the
deputations returned, with the usuoal cheers.

I thank the representativesa of the capital for the
cloquent words with which they have greeted me on
my return home.

The cam-
palgn of 1586 was important for Prussia and Ger-
many, inasmuch a8 It lald @ie fonndation of the
unity of the fatherland. 'The present war, upon
which we entered hopefuolly, it is troe, but without
anticipating Its eventual resolts, has crowned the
work. Equally nnprecedented as [ts course |8 [ts
reward, Germapy 8 united, The Emperor and the
empire are once mora realities, The msecurity and
power of fatherland have been drmly; and, with
God's help, permanentiy established, You have
thanked the 84 Army for{ts share in the war,and with
Rincere gratifleation 1 accept your approbation in
the name of my gallant companlons in arms. The
8d Ariny, as well as the entire people, thought It a
good omen when we were enabled to strike the frst
decisive hlow in a stroggle the prize of which we
foresaw might be German upity., From the very
outset of this sanguinary combat North and South
were united In the army under my eommand,
With donble gatisfaction 1 therefore look back
upon the daya of Welssenburg and Woerth, which
tirst made a tangible reality of this great natwna
desideratnm, Our successes could not be ob
telpned without the most melancholy sacrifices
We shall faithfully remember those who have
fallen to preserve to us all that we most dearly
prize. ‘Thoge who have hoen disabled may be sure
of our active solicituade, which I hope to be able to
menifest on my part, as [ did in 1864 and 1866, With
you I trust that Providence will permit us, safe from
forelgn encinles and strong In domestic concord, to
reap e frults sown In this eventfal period,. May
all the blessings of peace be reserved to fatherland,
May all sources of civic and political prosperity
flow mbre abundantly than ever, And may oar
capital derive fresh happiness and wealth from the
new life infused by the issaue of the war. Tne peo-
ple and army will never ror[ict the patriotic beha-
vior of Berlin during this serious stroggle. Let me
once more thank you for the prompt generosity with
which the town and Its representatives have
seconded our efforts during the war,

Labor Strike at the Lochiel Iron Works.

The Harrisburg ZTelegraph of last eveniong
BAYE:—

Ve regret to hear that a strike of the men
at the Lochiel Iron Works is imminent,and that
this large manufactory may be idle for a long
time to come In consequence of this unfortunate
occurrence, Without knowing the merits of
the case, we can only regret the stoppage of our
largest manufacturing establishmept as ao evil
nnd misfortune. atever be causes for
this strike it must result in widespread suffering.
Many Innocent persons will feel the evils, the
cause ¢f which they will not know, The women
and children of a population which in the West
would make a respectablej town will be called
on Lo endure penury, it may be, for months. For
the operatives have chosen a most Inopportune
moment for seekiog redress for whatever evils,
real or imaginary, they complain of.

The unprofitable condition of tbe iron mann-
facture now makes it a matter of little moment,
in a money view of the case, whether the mill is
at work or idle. But to those whose labor pro-
duces their income it i#2 never so. And to the
trade of our city every strike of magnitude is
an unmixed evil which we would always see
averted with pleasure and always contemplate
with sorrow.

Bince the above was written we have learned
that the men stopped working at Lochiel this
morning.

Flire at Lykens, Pa,

The Upper Dauphin Regisier says:—On Wed-
nesday evenlng last, about half-past 7 o'clock,
fire was discovered issuing from the steam sash
and door factory of Mesars. Douden & Richards.
Having no fire apparatus, it was apparent that
the factory could not be saved, and efforts were
therefore directed to saving the lumbsr, ete.,
and to prevent the dwellings on the opposite
side of the street from taking fire. The flames
spread rapidly, and in a few minutes extended
l{:e whole lengih of the building, and in less
than an hour the manufactlory, about one hun-
dred feet in length, with all its machinery, tools,
and a very large amount of finished work, was
entirely destroyed, Douden & Richards esti-
mate thelr loss at #8000, uiun which they have
an insurafeeof $2000 in the Lycoming Mutual
aod #1000 in the Millersburg Company. A num-
ber ©f cars in o coal train standing on the slding
weré conslderably seorched before sufficlent
steam could be generated to haul them out of
range of the fire,

Esoape of Notorlous Criminals from the
Memphis Jail—A Cleverly Put-up Job,
We condenge a narrative in the Memphis Ava-

lanche of the 8th inst. a8 tollows: —

Another jall delivery came off Thursday night
at our county jall, the second within two months,
but this time a much more serious matier in

olat of the importance of the prisoners ezcap-

g than was the other. It has been the custom

of the jall to allow the prigoners to leave their
cells at certain hours and take a little exercise
throvgh the corridors. Thursday the prisonere
were as usual let out to take thelr exercise, and
about b o'clock all,“it was supposed, were locked
up except Ferrest Powell, who for some reagsen
has been allowed to remain free until the change
of the day and night watches. About 7 o'clock
Powell called to the assistant turnkey and told
him to come and lock him up, as he wanted to
go to bed and did not want to be disturbed. The
officer sald ‘'all right,"” and started te the office to
ret his keys, while Powell turned and walked
tnck in the direction of his cell, which the turn-
key suppoted he had entered.

Getting the key, the officer went back te
Powell's cell, and looking in saw a man with his
back turned to the door, He merely sald *‘ls
that you, Forreat?” to which the man replied
“Yes:" and locking the door bhe went off. Every-
thing passed off quietly during the might, no
unusunl nolees being heard or anything seén to
cause puspicion, until the day-guard made their
rounds yesterday morning and found a man
named Flynn in Powell's cell, and that Barney
Whelan was missing from his. The alarm was
at once given, and in a few moments il was
found that both Powell and Barney had effected
their escape by

of the dungeon, a small room, only used for the
confinement of refractory prisoners. Upon
making inquiries as to how the men could have
got in this dungeon, it was found that the day

revious Mr. Aleck MeCulloch, the turnkey,
1ad shown a party of visitors threugh the jall
and, among other sights, had shown them this
dungeon, unlocklniz it 80 as to allow them lo
enter and examiuve it. It is supposed that Mr.
McCulloch after showlnﬁ them the dungeon
merely cloged the door and neghected to lock if,
an occurrence which must have been noticed by
Powell or Barney, or more likely both. Barney
ia supposed to have watched his chance and
glippe into the dungeon unnoticed by
any person except Iowell. The latter to
accomplish his escape was obliged to get
some one of the prisonera to agree to lay out,
and when the proper time arrived to enter his
cell and personate him, a8 he had no room mate.
He picked up Flynp, who has but a short time
to stay in jall, as the person to assist him, and
that worlhy, seeing that no harm could come to
bhim for kis share in the transaction, readily as-
eented, After calling the officer Powell slipped
down stairs and entered the dungeon in which
Barney was hid, while the oflicer proceed®’ (o
his cell and, a8 he rupposed, locked him up.
The two men who had so adroitly eluded the
vigilance of the oflicers went immediately to
work upon the wall with

which one of them had broken ifrom his bunk,
and a case-knife which they had concealed about
them. Their labor was crowned with complete
success, for they made a large enough break in
the wall for them to crawl out at, after which
it took but a few minutes to climb upon the
wash-house, which adjoins the jall, and from
there to scale the wall, and once more be free
rl:wc]l]' without hindranece from any source. They

A Judge Eenlcnrlnﬁ an Old Schoolmate to
be Hanged.
We take the following from the Memphis
Sux's acconnt of the sentence of the Cuba mur-
derers:—

Judge Flippin then spoke as follows: ‘‘Samuel
H. Poston, thig is one of the saddest eras ln m
life. Our parents and their children knew eac
other. We grew up together, went to the same
school, the eame church, and played on hill and
in valley the same Innocent games in boyhood.
Years have passed since then., Our roads io life
have diverged. You now stand convicted of a

reat, & capital crime, and I, as the minister of
Ehe law, have lmpou(i upon me the painful duty
of passglng upon you the sentence of death, Were
it consistent with my official duties, I ‘would
that this cup ceuld pass from me.' But I cannot
now shrink from the performance of this sad
official requirement, and must not, and will not,
in the tuture, though ether victims may fall, to
avenge a violated law. It is, therefore, the sen-
tence of the court that you be remanded to the
county jall of Bhelby county, the place from
whepce yon came, to be there securely kopt
until Friday, the 20th day of May next, when
you will be taken by the sheritt of Bhelbpv
county, between the hours of 10 A, M, and 3 P,
M., within one mile and a half of the court-
houre of said county, and there to be hunﬁud by
the neck untll you are dead, and may God have
mercy on your seul.”

When Poston was called, both the judge "and
Poston were very much moved. Poston shook
like an aspen leaf, aud had Lo grasp a chalr for
support. At the conclusion of the sentence
Judge Flippin was In lears, as was also nearly
all the large crowd gathered there., It wasa
moat affecting scene, and will ever be remem-
bered by those who witnessed it. It was a sur-
prise to all to know the relation that had ex-
isted in early childhood between Judge Flippin
and Poston, and It must indeed have o » sad
thing for Judﬁa Flippin to consign to death a
playmate of his early boyhood days.

Sevlous Charges Made,

A meeting of the stockholders of the bankrupt
Commonwealth Insurance Company was held
this afternoon at Delmounico’s, with reference to
the affairs of the company.

It was here moved that the secretary of the
comppy be introduced to explain the discrepan-
cles. He did so, and bis slatement seriously
compromised another officer of the company,
that his cash was coptinually short, even to one
or two thoussud dollars; he was informed that
the safe bhad frequently been opened after ne
bad left the office. He alsoremarked that those
discrepsncies would nccount for his cash belog
ghort, It was also resolved, as the sense of the
meeting, that the stock should be fixed up, and
the affair be taken, if ible, out of the hands
of the receiver.—N. Y. Eopress, last evening.

SHAD,
Fishermen Report Them Scarce—How to
Preserve Thelr Numbers.

The Chester Republican says:—

The gill-net meu complain of the scarcity of
ghad in the Delaware bay and river. Some of
our most industrieus and best fishermen, who
have been engaged in the business for the past
three weehl:&r&%pon that they have not paid ex-
penses, Al y & mouth of the season has
passed, and the Eroapect. for the future, they
say, s nol at all fattering. Rock-fish are also
gcarce, but few having been taken. The law of
New Jersey, recently enacted at the suggestion
of the shore-net men, is net calculated, in thelr
opinion, te preserve the shad.

The fishermen in that Btate, after the conclu-
sion of the season, it out what are called ‘‘sum-
mer nets,” for the purpese of eatching rock and
perch. These nets, having small meshes, bring
azhore, In the months of July and August, large
gquantives of young shad, from three to five
juches in length, which, being extremely deli-
eate, die before they are handled. This method
of dnhlng, it 1 said, daatrctvyl the young brood,
and hence the scarcity of this llyeeleu of fish,
which Is becoming less plentiful every year.
They are anxiouns that a law should be enacted
by the Leglslature of our Btate limiting the sea-
son of fishing with gill and shere nets to the
first of June In each year, as after that time
shiad bave spawned, and they are soft and unfiy

for use. .
